Literary and Musieal Copyrights
From the London Alhenoum,

The distinction between British copyright
and British international copyright seems to be
but little understood by the public, or even
by many proprietors of guch property, Th«
great and indispensable condition in each
cage is, flist, that in order to soquire a British
ecopyright the work must be first published in
the United Kingdom; and, secondly, that for
the purpose of acquiring a British interna-
tional copyright, the work must have been
first published in a foreign Btate named in
one of the Queen's Orders in Council upon
that subject, and also duly entered at Sta-
tioners’ Hall witkin the period limited by
such order. The same observations apply to
rights of public representation of dramatic
works and musical compositions, Snoh rights
are often erromecusly supposed to form part
of the copyright, but the two rights are per-
feotly distinct. The suthor of a dramatio
work or musioal composition acquires the
copyright, and also the right of public repre-
sentation, oto., in bis work; and these rights
way be, and constantly are, sold to diffsrent
persons either by the sutlor or his assignee.
But in dealing with copyrights and rights of
public representation and performance, it
must always be borpe in mind that first pub-

lic representation or performance s in all
respeots equivalent to first publication of the
work., Consequently, the terms “copyright”
aund “right of representation,’ sto., are con-
current, Huch comwmenoes from the day when
the work was first prioted and pablished, or
irat publoly reprecented or performed, as it
meay bappen to have been,

In 8 case which has somewhal recently been
decided by the House of Lords, a question of
the gravest importunce may, we belleve, be
opneidored as conclusively and most satiafaoc-

torily settled with relation to Britlsh copy
right, The case to which we allude is that of
Routledge ve. Low, to which we oalled atten-
tion in its earlier stages. The facts were, that
Megsrs, Low purchased the MS. of a book
called “Haunted Hearts,” written by an Ame-
rican anthoress, a citizen of the United Btates,
who, in pursuance of her contraot with Mesars.
Low, went to Canads for a short timi®, so as to

be bodily present within British territory upon -

the day her work was first published in Eng-
lavd by Messre. Low. They made it part of
their contract that the anthoress should be so
El“"m' in deferende to the judgment of the

ounse of Lorde given in the Sormambula oase,
Jefferys vs. Boosey, which destroyed that very
valuable copyrlgiﬂ upon the painfally
parrow ground that, beoause the alien
suthor of that opera was not bodil
present in  Eogland when his  wor
was firgt published there, no British copyright
existed in the opera, That decision was npon
the law as it existed under the old Copyright
aot of Anne, but which was repealed by the
Copyright Amendment act of 1842, Bat, re-
turning to the facts of Rontledge va. Low,
Messrs. Low having published the work in
question in 1864 at 104, Masera. Rontledge
some time afterwards lssued an impression of
it at 2a. They contended that Messrs, Low
could not have acquired *‘copyright in a work
written by an alien between whose oonntry
and our own no international copyright sub-
#iste.’”” Therenpon Messrs, Low filed their
bill in Chancery against Messra., Routledge,
and the Vice-Chancellor Kindersley held that
the plaintiffs bad a valid British copyright in
the work. That decision was affirmed upon
appeal to the Lords Justicss; wherenpon the
delendants agsin appealed te the Hoase of
Lords, who npnanimously confirmed Mesars.
Low's title to the ocopyright. Upon that
poiut, inasmuch as the anthoress was in
Capada when her work was first pablished
here, there appears never to have been any
reasonable donbt as to the result,

Buat during the argument the previous deci-
sion of the Lords in Jeffreys vs. Boosey was
cited and discussed. Then came the question,
whatever the law might have been under the
act of Anne, where a work of which an alien
friend is the author has been first published
in Eogland since 1842, was it requisite he
shounld be bodily present in British territory
opon the day of first publication ! We rejoice
to pay it has been most distinetly held by two
noble Lords, in Routledge vs. Low, that he
need mot be #o presemt. Upon this point,
which is of especial consequence to alien
composers and Dritish publishers, the then
Lord Chancellor, Lord Cairns, said—*My
Lords, I come now to the moat importaant
question for determination in the present case,
To whom as the composer or anthor of & work
js the protection of copyright given!—to a
pative-born subject of the Crown, to an alien
friend sojonrning in the United Kipgdom, to
an salien sojourning in a British colony, or
to an alien friend residing wholly abroad?
My Lords, in my opinion the protectirn is
given to every anthor who first publishes his
work in the United Kinﬁdom, wheresoever that
suthor may be resident, or of whatever
State he may be the subject. The intention
of the act iy to obtain a benefit for the people
of this country by the publication to them of
works of learming, of utility, of amusement.
This benefit is obtained, in the opinion of the
Legislatare, by offering & certain amount of
protection to the author, thereby inducing
bim to publish his work here. This is, or
may be, n benefit to the author; bat itisa
benefit given, not for the sake of the author
of the work, but for the saka of thoss to
whow the work i communicated. The aim of
the Legislatnre i8 to increase the common
stock of the literature of the conntry; and if
that stock can beincressed by the publication
for the first time of & new and valuable work
compoeed by an alien, who never has been in
the country, I see nothing in the wording of
the act which preveuts, wnothing in the
poliey of the act which shounld prevent, and
evervthing in the professed object of the act,
snd in its wide and general provisions, which
should entitle such a person to the protection
of the act, in return and compensation for the
addition he has made to the literature of the
conntry. My Lords, I am glad to be able to
eptertain no doubt that a construotion of the
act so consistent with a wise and liberal policy
ia the proper construction to be placed apon
it. Accepting the decision of this House in
Joffreye vs. Boosey as to the construction of
the statnte of Anne, it is, I think, impossible
not to see that the present statute would be
incompatible with a policy 80 narrow as that
expressed in the statute of Anne.”

n the same case, Lord Westbury in the
course of his jndgment also said:—''The act
of 1842 sppears to have been diotated by a
wise and liberal spirit, and in the same spirit
it ehould be interpreted, adhering, of course,
to the settled rules ot legal constraction. The
preamble is, in my opinion, guite inconsistent
with the conclusion that the protection given
by the statute was intended to be confined to
the works of British anthors, On the con-
trary, it seems to contain an intimation to
men of learning in every country to make the
United Kingdom the first place of publication
of their works; and an extended term of copy-
right throunghout the whole of the British
dominion is the reward of their so doing. Bo
interpreted and applied, the act is anxiliary
to the advancement of learning in this counn-
try. The real condition of obtaining ithad-
vantages is the first publioation by the anthor
of his work in the United Kingdom. Nothing
renders neceseary his bodily presence here at
the time, and I find it impossible to discover
apy reasen why it should be required, or
what it can add to the merit of the firat publi-
cation. By the common law of Englaud the
alien friend, though remaining abroad,
way acqunire and hold in Eogland
all kinds of pure personal roparty,
and when a statute (s passed which
oreates or gives peeuliar protection to
a particnlar kind of property which it declares
shall be deemed personal property, and doas
not exclude the alien, why ia he to be deprived
of his ordinary right of possessing such pro-
perty, or being entitled to snch protection f
It ia said that the statute is intended for the
benefit of British subjects; and that is given
a8 the reason for a decision which involves thia
congequence, viz., that a British subjest who
has bought an unnpublished work from a
foreign author residing abroad, and then pub-
lishes it in conformity with the statute, shall
bave no property in that which he has bonght
and paid for, nnless the foreign author hap-
pens on the day of publication to be bodily
present for a few hours within sowme part of
the British dominions. Surely this constrac-
tien i injurions to the interBsts of the Eog-
lish publie. For these reasons, and not on the
narrow gronnd that the foreiFn authoress of
this work orossed the Eoglish border and
stayed for a few hours on British gronnd dur-
ing the day of first publication, in order that
Ler assigns might esoape from the limited
views expressed in Jeffreys vs. Boosey, I am
of opinion that this decree ought to
aflirmed, and the appeal dismissed with costs,’’

It {8 true that the Lords Cranworth and
Chelmaford appear to have doubted whether
the place of residence of an allen anthor at
the time his work is first publizhed in the
United Kingdom s immaterial. Perchauos
thote noble Lords wounld not have so doubted
if their attention had been called Lo & statute
whioh appears to have escaped any notice du-

ring the argnment. The Allen Aot, 7and ¢
Viot, o. 66, was psssed after the Copyright
Amendment Act of 1842 had expressly de
olared that all copyright ahall bs desmed per-
tonal property. Now the 4th seotion of that
Allen Aot ennots that “‘every allen, being the
rublect of a friendly Blate, shall and may take
and Yold by purchase, gift, bequest, reprasen-
\ation, or otherwise, every species of personal
preperly, exoept olmmla real, as fally and
eﬂwutnnl)’y to all intents and purposes, and
with the same rights, remedies, exemptions,
privileges, and oapacities as if he were a
patural-born subject of the United Kingdom."
Copsidering the wide terms of this enactment,
aund the above opinions of Lords Cairns and
Westbury, there ocan, as it seems to ns, be
no doubt that it is immaterial where an alien
author may be residing when his work is first
publiehed in the United Kingdom.
